EFFECTIVE MONDAY ssc soso 





Conforming witha. the bill pass- 
ed by congress and 
President Roosevelt 


has been issued by Governor Ol- 
son decreeing California compli- 
ance with the measure in the in- 
terest of national defense. 

In part the Governor’s proclam- | 
ation reads: 

Now, therefore, I, Culbert L. 
Olson, Governor of the State 
of California, do hereby pro- 
claim that daylight saving time
